best was called Au gu stu s, after the 
emperor. 
The coarsest cou ld not be 
written u pon and only served for pack­ 
ing u p parcels. 
Parchment was the material selected 
for some rolls, bu t the objection to this | 
was its cost. We read sometimes abou t 
i 
a composition being written u pon silk. ■ 
This, however, was only u sed in spe- ! 
cial cases. 
Of su ch rolls only a few* 
existed. 
Leather also was sometimes 
covered with writing. 
Ru t. whatever 
the material which was chosen, it only 
hail writing u pon one side, so that 
when the words on a roll were nearly 
ru bbed ou t or the work was no longer 
to be preserved it was easy to write i 
u pon the blank side. 
Most of the rolls j 
u pon which the Roman children did 
j 
their su ms and wrote their exercises 
were those which had become old or < 
u seless. 
The ou tsides of rolls seem to have 
been washed over with an aromatic 
liq u id of a yellow color to keep off the 
attacks of insects. 
The Romans and probably the au - 
eients generally u sed an ink thicker 
than ou rs, something like imlia ink, 
so that the writing seemed to be raised 
above the page—in fact, it was a sort 
of paint. 
Ru t it is said that they also 
u sed a black flu id obtained from the 
cu ttlefish. 
The pen was not the q u ill 
of a bird, bu t a reed, carefu lly pointed 
and split.

Keeping an Eye on 
Madero. 
Torreon. Mexico, Nov. 21.—A strong 
force of federal troops have been sent 
to Rarras, this state, which is the 
home of Evarista Madero, grandfather 
of Francisco I. Madero. the alleged 
revolu tionary leader. The head of the 
Madero family is said to he the weal­ 
thiest man in Mexico. 
He owns more 
than 15,000,000 acres of land, several 
ru bber factories, large mines and vari­ 
ou s other indu strial enterprises. Fran­ 
cesco Madero has a strong following 
all throu gh the northern states of 
Mexico, wdiere he is well known. 
He 
was edu cated in the United States and 
France and was a leading practicing 
attorney of Monterey u ntil he su cceed­ 
ed General Rernardo Reyes as the 
champion of the so-called anti-re-elec- 
tionists, now known as the revolu tion­ 
ary party. 
He is very wealthy in his 
own right, and it is reported that he is 
financing the present u prising ou t of 
his own pocket. 


Mexicans Crossing the Line. 
El Paso, Tex., Nov. 21.—Armed Mex­ 
icans continu e to flock toward their 
native cou ntry from the border terri­ 
tory of the United States, and Mexican 
gu ards along the border near the 
towns continu e to be strengthened, 
bu t contrary to past practices, the ru - 
rales are being withdrawn from the 
cou ntry districts and 
mu ch of the 
Mexican bou ndary is being neglected 
at present.

where he was fond of playing in his 
boyhood. 
The cou nt did not make any recon­ 
ciliation with the chu rch. 
The holy 
synod held three meetings Su nday. 
M. Lu kianoff, procu rator of the synod, 
also conferred with Prime Minister 
Stolypin. 
The synod su bseq u ently of 
fieially annou nced that no req u iem 
masses or other rites wou ld be allowed 
to be performed over the body of 
Cou nt Tolstoy. 
Some of the members 
of the du ma and other friends of Tol­ 
stoy compromised the matter in Ihe 
afternoon by attending a chu rch where 
the priests consented to prayers being 
offered “for a nobleman named Leo,” 
omitting the name of Tolsfov. 
The prefect of St. Petersbu rg has 
forbidden the papers to report any re­ 
ligiou s rites that may he performed in 
! connection with Tolstoy's death. 
The 
leading papers voice the widespread 
indignation against Cou nt Tchertkoff. 
who is accu sed of preventing Cou ntess 
Tolstoy from visiting her hu sband. 
They say that the cou nt constantly 
asked for her and dictated nu merou s 
messages to her, believing she was 
still at Yasnaya Poliana. 
It is insin­ 
u ated that Cou nt Tchertkoff obtained 
a harmfu l influ ence over Tolstoy in his 
later years, cau sing friction between 
him and the cou ntess and his family. 
Cou nt Tchertkoff has possession of 
Tolstoy’s manu scripts, inclu ding those 
of thirty volu mes of memoirs and a 
novel entitled “ Hadji Mou rat.”

Paris, Nov. 21.—As M. Hriand was 
leaving the scene after the u nveiling 
of a monu ment to Ju le3 Ferry at the 
Tu ileries Su nday a man ru shed u p to 
the premier brandishing a cane and 
knocked his hat off.
